JACK THE CLIPPER 
IS CAUGHT IN ACT 


Mrs. J. De Koven Bowen Ap- 
pears in CourtToday Against 
Terror of North Shore. 


GIRLS FLEE HIS SHEARS. 


Mrs. John De Koven Bowen, 1% East 
Chestnut street, will appear in the Chicago 
avenue police court this morning as a witness 
against a young Italian who, armed with a 
long pair of shears, has been chasing women 
of the Lake Shore drive district and shop- 
girls of the adjoining neighborhood for sev- 
eral weeks past. The man is said to have a 
monomania for clipping locks of hair from 
young women. 

Dubbed by the police Jack the Clipper,”’ 
he has been arrested three times this month 
after giving chase to north side women. In 
each of the previous cases the women victims 
of the clipper’’ shrank from appearing 
against the man and their names could not 
be learned. Because the police were obliged 
to handle the case alone he escaped lightly. 

In addition to Mrs. Bowen as accusing 
Jack the Clipper will appear two girls 
employed by the W. F. Hall Printing com- 
pany, Superior and Kingsbury streets, whom 
he chased yesterday morning. They are: 

Miss Stella Lenz, 1636 McReynolds street. 

Mies Nellie Dornecki, 1527 Dickson street. 


Chases Girls with Shears. 

The prisoner was arrested after a sensa- 
tional chase by Detective Tim Keough. He 
gives his name as Armoda Albibino and he is 
said to reside at 825 Milton avenue. 

Just released on bail from a former arrest, 
he chased Miss Lenz and Miss Dornecki all 
the way from their homes to the Montgomery 
Ward & Oo. plant on Chicago avenue and 
Larrabee street. In his hand was a big peir 
of shears. He was gaining on the girls when 
Detective Keough spied him and after a short 
sprint had him under arrest. 

It was at the hour when several hundred 
employés of Montgomery Ward & Co. were 
flocking to the building. They surrounded 
the detective and Jack the Clipper,“ and if 
it had not been for the timely arrival of De- 
tective Jim Carney, the young Italian would 
have been roughly handled by the men. Even 
after police reinforcements arrived the crowd 
threatened vengeance on the prisoner. 

The girls said that Albibino had followed 
them several times. They were so overcome 
with fright when they saw him tearing after 
them with the sciseore in his hand that they 
merely reported for work after the chase and 
then went to their homes. 


Eyes on Beautiful Hair. 

Jack the Clipper ”’ has followed a number 
of the girls employed by Montgomery Ward 
& Co. Three weeks ago he followed Miss 
Emma Pflughoft, 1924 Melrose street. 

Several weeks ago a young man who an- 
swers the description of Albibino hovered 
around Lake Shore drive accosting wives 
and daughters of the residents, especially 
those who could pride themselves on lux- 
urious hair. 

One morning when Mrs. Bowen came out of

„Jack the Clipper was waiting on the side- 
walk. He made a lunge for her. She 
screamed and ran into the house, eluding the 
„ clipper” and his long shears. She reported 
the case to the police.

BURNS ARRESTED 
ON KIDNAP CHARGE 


Detective, After Eluding Offi- 
cers, Taken in Indianapolis 
When About to Give 
Himself Up. 


HELD ON $10,000 BOND. 


Trio of Alleged Dynamiters, 
Handeuffed in Train, Pass 
Through Albuquerque, 
New Mexico. 


Indianapolis, Ind, April 25. — Detective 
William J. Burns was served with a warrant 
at 6 p. m. today charging him with com- 
plicity in the alleged kidnaping of J. J. Me- 
Namara, secretary treasurer of the Interna- 
tional Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers, and three attorneys, who 
were arraigned this morning on the same 
charge, spent two hours in jail because of 
delay in obtaining bonds. 

The attorneys imprisoned were Walter 
Drew and J. A. G. Badorf of New York, coun- 
el and assistant counsel for the National 
Erectors’ association, and W. Joseph Ford, 
assistant district attorney. of Los Angeles. 

Burns was arrested as he was on his way 
to the court of Justice of the Peace Manning 
to surrender himself. Constables had 
searched for him all day. He was released 
under a $10,000 bond to appear before the 
grand jury and was subpcenaed to testify 
tomorrow. 

Drew, Badort, and Ford had been released 
from jall under bonds of the same amount. 


After Burns’ Assistants.

Holtz were the frst summoned, and it is 
estimated that the grand jury purposes to 
learn if the police officials and Police Judge 
James A. Collins exceeded their authority in 
the part they took in the arrest and extradi- 
tion of McNamara.

Springfield, III., April 25.—[Special.]—Chris- 
tian F. Wiehe, secretary of the Edward Hines 
Lumber company, and brother-in-law of Ed- 
ward Hines, having distinguished himself 
this morning by flourishing a weapon on the 
street and threatening to shoot a newspaper 
photographer, went on the stand before tas 
Helm committee this afternoon and corrobo- 
rated a startling charge against Mr. Hines 
in the Lorimer investigation. 

Wiehe admitted having been the midnight 
intermediary used by Mr. Hines shortly after 
the time of the White confession last May, 
to induce two witnesses to evade the service 
| of subpcenas from the Cook county grand 
jury, which was then investigating the pur- 
chase of Lorimer’s seat in the senate. 


Cook’s Testimony Startjing. 

Wirt H. Cook, a Duluth lumberman, for- 
merly with Hines, one of the 
two men whom Hines last May attempted 
to rush out of the jurisdiction of the grand 
jury, had already testified to the incident 
and had told of the long distance telephone 
conversation of Hines from Chicago to 
Springfield on the day of the Lorimer elec- 
tion, which Hines was 0 anxious to keep 
quiet. 

M. B. Coan, investigator for the Helm com- 
mittee, also had testified to an interview with 
William O’Brien of St. Paul, the other man 
Mr. Hines did not wish the Cook county 
grand jury to hear. Coan said Mr. O’Brien 
refused td come before the committee at this 
time because of business dealings pending 
with the Weyerhaeusers and because of a 
desire not to “ convict Mr. Hines of per jury.“ 


Who Is the Governor“? 

Both Cock and Coan were uncertain as to 
one fact in connection with the telephone 
conversation of Hines with Springfield, but 
Mr. Wiehe cleared this up. 

Mr. Cook thought Mr. Hines was talking to 
Gov. Deneen when he said that no stone 
should be left unturned” in Springfield to 
elect Mr. Lorimer and when he promised to 
come down here on the next train” with 
„all the money necessary.” 

Mr. O'Brien thought Hines was talking to 
former Gov. Yates when he said these things. 

Mr. Wiehe explained that Mr. Hines was 
talking to Mr. Lorimer, himself, when he 
said that no stone should be left unturned,” 
but insisted he had said that he would be 
down on the next train, if necessary,” not 
“with all the money necessary, or with 
the ready necessary.” 

Gov. Deneen and former Gov. Yates both 
denied ever having participated in any such 
telephone conversation as that told of by 
Witness Cook.

Mr. Cook, in his testimony, told of another 
conversation with Hines some weeks before 
the election, In which Hines told him the sen- 
atorial matter was already “ fixed,’ that he 
and Aldrich had considered Boutell, but had 
throwm him over because of his lack of en- 
thusiasm for a §2 tariff on lumber, and had 
decided on Lorimer, who was willing to 
listen to reason and “stand pat.“ 

In this conversation, Mr. Cook said, Hines

Senator Aldrich in the face again.’ 


Wiehe Does Some Questioning. 

At the close of Mr. Wiehe’s examination 
Attorney Thomas J. Dawson arose and asked, 
in behalf of Mr. Wiehe, that Mr. Wiehe be 
allowed to question Mr. Cook. Mr. Wiehe 
was allowed to do so and promptly estab- 
lished the reason why, in spite of Mr. Hines’ 
pathetic plea, Mr. Cook had proved a willing 
witness. 

Mr. Wiehe showed that Mr. Cook, as 6 
stockholder in the Virginia and Rainy Lake 
Lumber company, had protested against Mr. 
Hines’ management of the company as presi- 
dent and had at the meeting held on March § 
last demanded the appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate Mr. Hines. He had charged 
Mr. Hines with conducting the wholesale 
transactions of the company with the retail 
firm—the Edward Hines Lumber company 
of which he is also president, greatly to the 
advantage of the latter concern, and had 
written to Frederick Weyerhaeuser stating 
that if Mr. Hines did not resign he would 
expose him. 


Stories Fail to Hang Together. 

Although Mr. Wiehe admitted many things 
as to Mr. Hines, even criticising his supe- 
rior’s attitude toward the Lorimer election, 
and acknowledging that he [Wiehe] had ace 
cused him of talking too much, still be ac 
mitted nothing when it came to his own 
alleged indiscretions, 

Wiehe not only defied the talk which Wu- 
liam Burgess of Duluth said he had with him 
on a train, but he brought three witnesses, 
two from Duluth and one from New Orleans, 
to corroborate him. Lach of these witnesses 
told a story tending to discredit the Burgess 
conversation, but the three stories were 
nevertheless fatally defective. Some one og 
more of the discreditors lied. Two of the wite 
nesses said the conversation could not heve 
taken place because Wiche was in a certain 
car under their observation all of the time. 

The third witness said the conversation 
could not have taken place because Burgess 
was in that same car, but that, to his posi- 


| tive knowledge, Wiehe did not enter it. 


Sample of Discrepancies. 

This ie merely a sample, however, of the 

discrepancies in the stories by which it wag 
attempted to dheredit the testimony of Mr. 
Burgess. All three men admitted that at the 
opening of the journey Wiehe and Burgess 
were in the smoking compartment of the car 


within three or four feet of each other, but

B. A. Johnston, a correspondent for the

Harper. who handles. the insurance of wie 
Hines companies, testified that they saw 
Wiehe in the smoking compartment of the 
car, that he left the compartment after about 
half an hour, came out in the car, and sat 
across the ais!e from Johnston for the re- 
mainder of the trip. 


Tilden Cited for Contempt. 

A feature of the earlier part ot the day’s 
eession was the unanimous recommendation 
by the committee that Edward Tilden, George 
M. Benedict. and William C. Cummings, who 
gre in the banking business together out at 
the stockyards be arrested for contempt 
of the senate in their failure to respond to 
eubpeenas of the committee. This matter 
will come up for argument in the morning. 
Mr. Tilden is not in town, but he is repre- 
sented by three ettorneys—Nathaniel C. 
Sears. Ralph Crews, and William A. Brad- 
ford—who, by order of Lieut. Gov. Oglesby, 
Will be allowed to argue his case to the sen- 
ate. 

An encounter took place at noon between 
Wiehe and W. H. Durborough, a photogra- 
pher for the Chicago Examiner. Durborough 
atiempted to photograph Wiche as he was 
walking down a quiet street near the state- 
house. He says that Wiehe pulled a gun 
on him and threatened to kill him. Wiehe 
leter asked that the story be not printed, and 
as a peace offering allowed himself to be 
photographed. He said it was a matchbox 
with which he threatened to shoot him. The 
photographer says it was the first matchbox 
he ever saw witha barrel. Wiehe, although 
repeatedly requested, has refused to show 
the match box.

There had 
been a strong impression that he expected 
to receive the appraisership at Chicago for 
his act. 
. Congressman Ira C. Copley told of his fight 
for the defeat of Hopkins, but said he had 
used no money except $4,000 at the primary 
He contradicted Lorimer’s statements about 
the attitude of Gov. Deneen in the deadlock. 
He said that, although repeatedly importuned 
by him, Deneen refused to become a candi- 
Gate at any stage of the affair. 


Denies Any Sulzberger Check. 

John F. Elwood, formerly private secretary 
to G. F. Sulzberger, denied the statement 
attributed to him by a Rockford newspaper 
that on behalf of the Sulzbergers he had 
sent a $10.000 check to Edward Tilden. He 
said the statement he had made and which 
had been distorted was that if any such 
eheck had been sent he would have known it, 
but that he had no such knowledge. This 
corroborated the statement of Mr. Sulzberger 
on Monday in Chicago that their packing 
company had contributed nothing whatever 
to the Lorimer fund. 

John M. Peffers, former private secretary 


to former Senator Hopkins. testified that he “4 


had been told by former State Senator George 
M. McCormick of Alton that he had been 
offered $2,500 for his vote for Lorimer, and 
when he refused that he had been offered any 
price he wanted to name. 

Mr. McCormick then went on the stand 
and denied that any such conversation ever 
bad taken place. 

Edwin S. Conway of Oak Park, vice presi- 
@ent of the Kimball Piano company. denied 
that he ever hac been asked to contribute 
to a Lorimer fund or that he ever had con- 
tributed to such a fund. He said he wasa 
political friend of Lorimer’s. 


Bought Shares in Lorimer Bank.

He 
said he had borrowed the money to pay for 
ft and he promised to turn over the papers 
in the case to Attorney Healy.

Q.—This subpeœta also calls for letters, 
telegrams, and other written memoranda 
which bear in any way upon the election ofa 
United States senator from Illinois. Have 
you any such? A.—No, I have no such docu- 
ments. 

Q.—Were you interested in any way in hig 
election. Mr. Wiehe? A.—Only as a friend of 
Mr. Lorimer. 

Q.—How long have you Known Mr. Lori- 
mer? A—-Ever since he ran for congress the 
first time. 

@.—And have you always been friendly to 
his candidacy in these contests? A.—I al- 
ways have been friendly to the senator. 

Q.—And did you aid his campaign in any 
way during the time that he was a candi- 
date for congress? A.—Yes, in 1900 I got 
our a circular for him signed by a number 
of business men throughout that district, 
urging his election, or urging his nomination, 
I guess it was. It was just before the pri- 
maries, I believe. 

Q.—Did you contribute any money to his 
campaign. A.—Only in the way that I have 
mentioned. 

Q.—Only by defraying? A.—We did at one 
time—or I did, rather—just the night before 
election, I think. He had some sort of a 
parade and I had some wagons decorated 
and sent out in the parade. That was the 
only way we ever had contributed anything 
in any of his Campaigns. 


Attention Called to Lorimer. 

Q.—When was your attention first called to 
the fact that Mr. Lorimer was a candidate 
for United States senator? A.—O, I think 
some time in May. 

Q.—Who called your attention to this mat- 
ter? A.— Well, I don’t know just how my 
attention was called to it—either through the 
newspapers or people mentioning it to me. 

Q.—During the month of May did you com- 
municate at any time with Mr. Hines in ref- 
erence to the candidacy of Mr. Lorimer? A 
No, I don’t think I communicated with him. 
He called me up on the telephone at 

From where? A.—From Washington. 

Q.—What did he say? A.—Why, he said he 
wanted to telephone the senator and let him 
know that the administration was with him 
and I did so. 

And where did you telephone Mr. Lori- 
mer on that occasion? A.—At Springfield, I 
believe. 

Q.—And about when was that? A.—I would 
not attempt to fix the date—some time in May, 
1900. 


Hines Failed to Mention Names. 

Q.—Can you fix the date with reference to 
the time that Mr. Lorimer was elected? A. 
Well, it was close to that time. 

Q.—Did Mr. Hines indicate who of the ad- 
ministration was interested in Mr. Lorimer’s 
success? A.—I don’t think he did. 

Q.—And you called up Mr. Lorimer and re- 
peated substantially what Mr. Hines had said 
to you? A.— Tes. 

Q.—Did you talk with Mr. Hines at any 
other time about the Loritmer matter? A.— 
Yes, I presume we have had a great many 
talks. 

Q.—And on the long distance telephone? 
A.—I may have had, yes. I would not at- 
tempt to enumerate and say how many talks 
or when. We have talked a number of times

Wiehe Heard the Phone Talk. 

Q.—Do you recall on this occasion that Mr. 
Hines used the long distance telephone’? A. 
—Why, there was a call for Mr. Hines 
through our office at Chicago—a long dis- 
tance call from Springfield. 

Q.—Did you hear part of the conversation? 
A.—Yes, I heard it all. 

Q.—Well, will you tell the committee what 
the conversation was? A.— Why, the conver- 
sation was substantially or practically as 
follows: “I have just talked with the gov- 
ernor on the leng distance phone and he 
assures me he will do what you ask. You 
know what the administration wants. Now 
leave no stone unturned to be elected. I 
will get down to Springfield if necessary in 
the morning.” And when he got through 
talking he turned to the people in the room 
and said: ‘I have just been talking to Sen- 
ator Lorimer.” 

Q.—Is that all of the conversation, Mr. 
Wiehe? A.—Yes, that is all asl recollect it. 

Q.—Now, when did that conversation take 
place with reference to the election of Mr. 
Lorimer? A.—That was about half past 11. 1 
should think, or 11 o’clock, some where along 
there, between that and noon some time. 


On Day Lorimer Was Elected, 

Q.—Well, was t the day that Mr. Lori- 
mer was elected? A.— Tes. 

Q.—Did you gentlemen go to luncheon after 
that meeting? A.—Yes we went to luncheon 
with Mr. Hines at the Union League club. 

Q.—What kind of a room was that in which 
that conversation took place? A.—I think it 
was a room right off of thestairs. My recol- 
lection is it was room F. I think that was 
the room. I would not be sure about that, 
though. 

Q.—Did you ever meet Cook and O'Brien at 
the Grand Pacific hotel at midnight in the 
year 1910? A.—Yes. 

Q.—When was that? A.—Why, I think that 
was about the time the White story was pub- 


lished in THE TRIBUNE. I think it was about 


that time. 

Q.—Well, what was the occasion of your 
meeting them at that time? A.—Why, Mr 
Hipes—somebody had informed him that Cook 
and O’Brien were to be subpeenaed before the 
grand jury and at that time Mr. Hines— 
owing to his relations with the administra- 
tion and their asking him to act as a messen- 
ger and see Gov. Deneen—did not feel as if he 
wanted that disclosed at that time, and he 
asked me to go down and see Mr. Cook and 
O’Brien and ask them to keep out of the way 
until this thing was over, ; 


Got Telephone Summons from Hines. 

Q.—Well, where were you when you got 
this message from Mr. Hines? A.—I wag 
at my house. 

Q.—Who called you up? A.—I was not at 


my house, I was up at my house when I got 


that message, but I think I went to the 
theater the early part of the evening, and 
when I got home found this message to call 
him up. : 

Q.—Have you any recollection now or is 
there any way in which you could refresh 
your recollection as to the particular theater 
to which you went that night? A.—No, there 
would be no way to refresh my memory about 
it. I was out and when I got home I found 
this message. 

Q.—Now, what time was it when you 
reached home that evening? A.—About half- 
past eleven. 

Q.—And then you found Mr. Hines had 
called you up from his home? A.— Tes. 

Q.—And you communicated with him? A.— 
Yes. 

Q.—Where did he live at that time? A.—I 
don’t know where he lived. I think he lived 
at Evanston. My recollection is—I think 
that was his home. 


Again the Hines Message. 

Q.—What did Mr. Hines say to you over the 
phone? A.—Well, I have related what he 
said. 

Q'—Well, did he say anything else other 
than what you have stated? A.—I don't 
think so. 

Q.—I wish you would tell us just exactly 
what Mr. Hines said, as you now recall it— 
the telephone message that he gave you?

May Have Said Hines Talked Too Much 

Q.—Do you recall any statement made by 
you that Mr. Hines talked too much? A-—I 
may have made that statement, yes. 

Q.—That is true, isn’t it? He does talk a 
great deal? A.—Well, I would like to ex- 
plain. 

Q.—Certainly, any explanation you want to 
make to us. A.—What I mean by that is Mr. 
Hines felt that he did elect Lorimer. The 
reason he thought that was that he had re- 
quested Gov. Deneen to throw his support 
to Lorimer and Deneen said he would do it, 
and immediately following that Mr. Lorimer 
was elected, and Mr. Hines supposed he had 
assisted in electing him. : 

Q.—Mr. Hines did think, as you understood 
it, that he had induced Gov. Deneen to aid 
the candidacy of Mr. Lorimer? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And that was a thing that brought 
about Lorimer’s suceess? <A.—Yes; and 
later, when there was this talk about money 
being used in the election of Lorimer, Mr.

Got Information from Hines. 

Q.—Now, Mr. Hines’ belief in that respect 
was known to you by what Mr. Hines tok 
you, is it not? A.—Yes, and what I know 
I knew about Mr. Hines before. 

Q.—In order to know what his belief waa 
and what his opinion was you got your in- 
formation from him direct, did you not? A.— 
Yes. 

Q.—And he based bis opinion and his be- 
lief upon the fact that he induced on May 26 
im a long distance telephone conversation 
that he had with Gov. Deneen, he induced 
the governor to throw his support to Mr. 
Lorimer, and that is what brought about the 
result? A.—And that Gov. Deneen said that 
he would dowo, and I believe Mr. Hines be- 
lieved that that accomplished the results. 

Q.—Now that conversation which Mr. Hines 
had with Gov. Deneen on the long distance 
phone—he told you was at the Continental 
and Commercial National bank, wasn’t it? 
A.—Yes. 


Talked from G. M. Reynolds’ Room.

He 
finally got rid of the curse of the golden 
touch after he had turned his only daughter 
into metal. 

Harry E. Moreta is the every day name 
of Chicago's imitator and it was under this 
name that he was convicted of swindling 
John Schultz, a grocer, out of $2,000. He was 
sent up for a year and hopes before his term 


golden touch even as did his ancient prede- 
cessor. 
Grocer Tells of Adventure. 

“This man assured me he was posseased 
of superhuman powers,“ Schults told Judge 
Blake in the Criminal court. He said ha 
could drive away misfortune and cause pros- 
perity to come by meang of incantations, 
charms, and spells. 

And then one day he swore me to undying 
secrecy and said he would impart to me the 
most important thing he did, After I had 
satisfied him I could keep hie secret, he said 
he had the gift.of changing silver or paper 
money into gold. He said ‘if I had $2,000 in 
silver or currency he could wear it around his 
waist’ in a belt and change it into about 
$1,000,000 in new, shining gold coin. 


Gave Up Another $1,000,

YEARS A CONVICT, DIES FREE; 
SPENT 30 YEARS IN PRISON. 


Patrick McCann, Slayer of Son ans 
Father of Criminals, Ends Life in th: 
County Hospital. 


* — — 

With one son dead by his hand, another 
serving a twenty year sentence in Joliet pen- 
itehtiary; and three others sons awaiting 
trial on charges of robbery in the county 
jail, Patrick McCann, who was 2 years old 
and lived. at 410 Narth Morgan. street, and 
was one of the most widely known criminals 
in Chicago, died of pneumonia in the county 
hospital yesterday, He had spent the latter 
‘half of his life in prison, according to the 
police, serving sentences for robberies and 
burglaries. 

Ten years ago McCann shot and killed one 
of his sons in a quarrel over a can of beer, 
but was exonerated by a coroner's jury. A 
short time later he was sent to prison for 
several burglaries. He had passed so much 
of his life in prison that he expressed a 
desire, the police say, to end his life within 
the walls where he had spent more than 
thirty years. | 

Thomas McCann, one of the sons, was con- 
victed of the murder of Detective Johm Moon- 
ey. of the Desplaines street station three 
years ago and is in Joliet, The father had 
been out of prison only two years. 

McCann became Ill three days ago and was 
removed to the county hospital. His physic4l 
conditions was weakened with long years

At that hour the maid rapped on 
the door of her room, and when, after sev- 
eral minutes, she was unable to get any re- 
sponse, she called Miss Dorothy Brown, who 
was on the lower floor. 

The daughter hurried upstairs and opened 
the door of her mother’s room, but when the 
gas rushed out she fled to the home of Mrs. 
Benjamin Newhall, a neighbor, ‘and told her 
she beMeved her mother was dead. 

Mrs. Newhall, summoning Mrs. W. H. 
Johnson, another neighbor, hurried to the 
Brown home with the daughter, and upon 
entering Mrs. Brown's room found her lying 
dead on the floor. She wae partly undressed 
as if she had been preparing to lie down for a 
rest The window was closed and gas was 
escaping from a jet.

TOWARD SUBWAY 


Bion J. Arnold Outlines Two 
Systems Before the In- 
dustrial Club. 


ONE WILL COST $8,000,000. 


Mayor Harrison Says Transporta- | 
tion Will Be One of First 
Problems Solved. 


Subways for Chicago will be started as 
soon as u policy of construction is determined 
upon by the city council, and the work com- 
pleted within a much shorter time than is 
expe*ted. 2 

This was the statement made last night by 
Bion J. Arnold in discussing the “ first step 
toward a local subway system at a banquet 
given by the Industrial club in the Florentine 
room of the Congress hotel. 

More than 100 captains of Industry and com- 
mercial activity and students of city affairs 
listened with intense interest to Bion J. Ar- 


‘nold while he told of the result of his labor 


in the investigation of the subway proposi- 
tion. Following hie brief description of the 
four subway systems of America, their cost, 
methods of operation, and success, Mr. Ar- 


nold illustrated his report on the proposed | 


Chicago subway systems with lantern slides. 


Show First Step” for Subway. 
The first picture thrown on the screen was 
designated as the “first step of the pro- 


‘posed Chicago subway system. The first 


subway would start on South Clark street at 


Archer avenue and utilize the La Salle and | 


Washington tunnels to crose to the north 
side of the river into whatever territory 
might be decided upon by the needs of 
traffic. 

This jone subway would, declared the 
a@peaker, relieve congestion et the loop on the 
elevated lines and on Clark street. It would 
cost $8,000,000 and the city has $6,000,000 now 
to use for the enterprise and could raise the 
other two. 

The next step in the subway system as 
shown by Mr. Arnold started the tunnel on 
State street at Twelfth and continued to 
Chicago avenue, thence west wherever de- 
sired. The second subway would enable 
surface care on State street to run with 
greater speed, and, therefore, handle cao 
on the most important street in the city ina 
much more satisfactory manner than at 
present. 

In fact, the demahd for the subway in Chi- 
cago is based on the present fact of conges- 
tion in the loop. Nowhere im the world is 
#0 much business done by so many people in 
ao small a space. Hence, the great difficulty 
in moving these people in and out of this die- 
trict m the minimum space of time twice 
daily.

Has Population Equal to 
Fair Sized City. 


TOTAL IN COUNTY 2,405,233 


Smallest Bailiwick Is the 18th; 
Figures Are Basis for Re- 
districting. 


Figures upon which the redistricting of the 
city into new wards will be based, whenever 
this is done, were issued yesterday in the 
form of the complete United’ States census 
bureau statistics. 

Chicagoans have taken much pride in tell- 
{ng the world how fast the city and Cook 
county have grown, but it wes not until the 
facts had been issued that the scope of this 
growth was indicated. 

The figures show that Oook county has 
advanced in its population total from 1191. 
922 in 1890 to 1,838,736 in 1000 and to 2,408,238 
in 1910. Of course the greater part of Cook 
county is taken up by Chicago. The figures 
of the city in 1890 were 1,009,400, By 1900

the well known collector of pictures and ob- 
jects of art, died here today. 


An extraordinary burglary was committed 
in February, 1907, at the Wertheimer resi 
dence in Park lane. The total loss was esti- 
mated at $200,000... Among other treasures 
the burglara carried off the Gainsborough 
portrait of Nancy Parsons and the portrait 
of the Hon. Mrs. Charles Yorke by. Sir 
Joshua Reynolds. These portraits were 
yalued at about $80,000. Subsequently a 
Clapham art dealer was sentenced to seven 
years’ penal servitude as the instigator of the 
crime. 

Mr. Wertheimer was one of the best known 
art dealers in the world. His knowledge of 
old masters was considered extraordinary 
and he was an authority on applied art work 
of the renaissance and of the later French 
period. He was not only a dealer but one of 
the most enthusiastic collectors in London.

MANY CHANGES ARE BEATEN. 


Earl Winterton Enlivens Session by 
Heated Clash with Chair. 


LONDON, April 26, 4 a. m.— Yesterday's 
session of the house of commons was con- 
tinued into the small hours of the morning. 
It was notable by reagon of the prime mim 
ister invoking the so-called kangaroo ” 
closure, whereby whole pages of amendments 
to the parliament bill for tke curtailment of 
the powers of the house of lords were skipped 
at the chatrman's discretion. 

An important amendment proposing a joint 
session of the two houses in cases of dis- 
agreement was opposed by Mr. Asquith on 
the basis that such a plan would give the 
house of lords the last word in legislation, 
and it would be impossible to devise a scheme 
which would not place the representative 
body at the mercy of the second chamber. 

This amendment and another,. proposing 
instead of a joint session a conference of 
ten members from each house, were rejected 
by large majorities. 

After this a number of amendments se- 
lected by the chairman, for the most part 
proposing various modifications on the de- 
laying powers of the house of lords, were 
rejected, after the application of closure. 

Earl Winterton, conservative member for 
the Horsham division of Sussex, who has on 
several occasions acted in a boisterous man- 
ner, again came into serious conflict with 
the chair:

Samuel Champlain's “ Voyages,“ of which 
there are only four other perfect copies 
known, was bought by George D. Smith for

TAFT BERATED BY PAPER. 


Is Called Enemy of England by 
Sheet, Which Objects to 
Ratification Meeting.

LONDON, : April-26.—The Morning Post, 
always suspicious and often hostile toward 
America, fulminates against the proposed 
arbitration treaty between Great Britain and 
United States and on behalf of those who 
have perceived the inwardness of the situa- 
tion” proteste against the forthcoming 
meeting at the Guildhall, at which Premier 
Asquith, Mr. Balfour, the archbishop of Can- 
terbury, and others among Englands most 
prominent men have promised to attend. 
The paper urges all patriotic citizens to re- 
main away. . 

The considerations which prompted this 
outburst so stirred up the Post that nothing 
less than a double leaded editorial was suit- 
able to warn the journal’s readers of their 
danger. 


False Practices Charged. 

The edftorial says the out burst of enthu- 
siasim here for Sit Edward Grey’s acceptance 
of Presidents Taft’s offer was due solely to 
the fact that the original proposal} was for 
the arbitration of all disputes without res- 
evation, but that, since then, Mr. Taft 
has exempted a large class of questions and 
has recognized the right of the senate of the 
United States to decide whether any dispute 
ig arbitrable. The Guildhall meeting there- 
foro it claims, is taking place under false pre- 
tenses. 

Another of the Post’s reasons for its\at- 
titude is that this offer was made by a 
government whose hostility towards this 
country has since become m est.“ 

It is now clear,“ continues the editorial 
“that, at the time President Taft was offer- 
ing unrestricted arbitration, he was doing his 
utmost to disrupt the British empire.“ 

This alleged effort at disruption the Post 
explains, was shown in the attempt to in- 
duce Canada to abolsh the British trade 
preferences and form & commercial union 
with the United States. 


Would Mean Disintegration. 

The paper says: “ The acceptance of this 
offer by the Catadians would have meant the 
immediate disintegration of the British em- 
pire. No such proposal could ever have been 
put forward by any friendiof this country.” 

The post does not protest against the meth- 
ods whereby Taft, following Roosevelt's ex- 
ample in the Alaskan boundary affair, tried, 
as the paper says, to dupe Great “Britain, be- 
cause American ways are not British ways, 
but the journal protests against. what it calls 
„the criminal folly of the dupes ’"—namely: 
the British government and British people, 
who fail to profit by lessons of the past. 

As the Post sees it, the whole offer.of un- 
restricted arbitration is nothing but a blind, 
a conspiracy against Great Britain towards 
the success of which everybody attending the 
Guildhall: enn will be lending support.

ELIMINATING THE POLITICAL 

. MIDDLEMAN. 
Whether it be in wisdom or by misdirec- 
tion the American people are removing the 
political middleman and it is as reasonable 
to regard this development natural as it is 
to find it alarming. In either event it is, or 
seems to be, inevitable. Therefore a gra- 
cious surrender to the demand for direct 
election of senators will most become the 
obstructionists in the upper chamber of 
congress. 

Their opposition, whether it be based on 
patriotic or persona] fear, whether it be 
founded on principle or selfishness, will not 
avail to accomplish their ends. It may de- 
lay; it cannot prevent. It stands in the way 
not of a fickle fancy or an ill-considered im- 
pulse, but of a program of political progress. 
The demand will not weaken. It will grow. 
It is a fulfillment of democracy, not a for- 
eign outgrowth from it. 

Men responsible for the undertaking of 

the American form of government had hope, 
but not a certain confidence. They sought 
to protect the country from the electorate 
aud the electorate from itself. They were 
aristocrats and had little faith in other than 
an aristocracy of government. The United 
States senate was a check devised against 
the masses. 
Representative Ollie M. James of Ken- 
tucky recently in debate on the direct elec- 
tion bill quoted the words of Gouverneur 
Morris that the senate should be composed of 
men of great and established wealth and 
that thus they might keep down the “ turbu- 
lency of the democracy.” If the opponents 
of direct elections now might be surprised 
into saying publiciy what they think or say 
privately their frankness would be equally 
chai ming. 

For years the republic acquiesced in the 

method whether or not it did in the principie, 
but now the insistence for a change is that 
of a people who have tried themselves and 
are intolerant of checks formerly endured 
complacently. 
It is owing partly to the stable character 
of the nation and partly to the responsive- 
ness of even the least representative of 
American politicians and statesmen that 
this demand is not an outcry, No one pre- 
tends that a hot tempered massmeeting 
could be assembled in Chicago if the senate 
were to refuse to allow direct elections. 
It is not that kind of a demand. The pre- 
cautions of politics seldom allow a protest 
or a petilion to grow to such heat. Therein 
lies one of the guaranties of our government. 
But it is a demand which men in increasing 
numbers voice and it will grow. 

Intolerance of the continuance of an 
aristocratic check is not confined to the 
United States. ‘The analogy may not be 
hertect. but the same tendency is to be noted 
in Great Britain. An aristocratic upper 
chamber disregarded the warnings of pru- 
dence in its opposition to measures support- 
ed ‘by a majority of the constituencies, and 
*the impatient government turned on that 
chamber. 

The checks on democraty which are not 
directly answerable to democracy will be 
abolished. It may or may not be ordered in 
the greater wisdom, but it is inevitable be- 
cause democracy is confident in its own pru- 
dence and determined to use its own judg- 
ment. 

It is not content to work through middle- 
men where middlemen are unnecessary. 
Representative government is not assailed 
because it, however unrepresentative, sullen, 
or stubborn at times, is necessary. But the 
continuance of unneeded checks is not en- 
dured patiently. In the success of direct 
primaries may be found one sure sign of this 
development. The mandarins fought it. 
Their alarm was great. The four waus of 
their world still remain intact. 

Where the fear caused by tne increasing 
democracy is sincere it is the fear of a too 
conservative aristocracy; where it is not

for Athens, where he expects to remain for 
the next three or four years. 

Admiral Tufnell, who. has won a name for 
himself in connection with wireless teleg- 
raphy, signal work, and homing pigeon serv- 
ice, has an extremely difficult task before 
him, one which will tax all the tact and 
diplomacy of which he has given evidence in 
times past as naval attaché. For the democ- 
racy of the people of Greece takes the form 
in her army and in her navy of the grossest 
kind of indiscipline und insubordination. In 
fact, the spirit of mutiny is rife all the time, 
and obedience to superior officers, as well as 
the grant of the customary tokens of regard 
and respect, are almost entirely unknown. 
Indeed, what with the material at his dispo- 
sal both as regards officers and men im the 
navy, and with the pefpetual monetary dim- 
culties of the Greek government, it is doubt- 
ful in the extreme whether he will succeed 
in accomplishing anything.

Warrants have been issued by the German 
police for the arrest, with a view to extradi- 
tion, of an Englishman who styles himseif 


Körff-Koenig,“ both of whom are frequent 
visitors to this country, on charges of gross 
frauds perpetrated@on tradesmen and of 
ewindling at cards. 

Baron Korff-Koenig (whose real name is 
Julius Steinman and who is neither baron, 
nor Korff, nor Koenig) and Capt. Newton, 
who affects to have served in the English 
army in South Africa, are members of an 
international band of swindlers, the others 
consisting of a Roumanian of the name of 
Bujaa, an Austrian whose real name is Ru- 
dolf Stallmann, and Count Gisbert Wolff- 
Metternich, nephew of the German ambas- 
sedor in London. 

Count Gisbert Wolff-Metternich is the only 
member of the band who ts of gentle birth 
and who has traveled under higvown name, 
his confederates usually assuming, like the 
sol-disant Baron Korff-Koenig, names and 
titles to which they have no vestige of a 
right. They were banded together for the 
express purpose of swindling men out of 
money at cards, and there are no less than 
fifty-two complaints recorded against them 
at Berlin for plundering in this fashion men 
who have been foolish enough to make their 
acquaintance and so unfortunate as to fall 
into their hands.

In addition to this there are many charges 
pending against them of defrauding trades- 
people. Apparently well bred, extremely 
well groomed, and always plentifully sup- 
plied with ready cash, frequenting the best 
hotels, occupying the best cabins on, steam 
ers, etc., they found no difficulty in picking 
up acquaintances, many among the latter 


this led to card games, with the ultimate 
result that the strangers were victimized, in 
some instances to large amounts. In a num- 
ber of instances the victims said nothing, 
preferring the loss of the money to the ridi- 
cule to which they felt convinced they would 
be subjected as having allowed themselves 
to be duped by men who are professional 
crooks. 

While they had long been under the obser- 
vation of the policein several European coun- 
tries, it Was not until the arrest of Count Gis- 
bert Wolff-Metternich at Vienna on an ex- 
tradition warrant from Berlin for cheating 
at cards, in consequence of complaints lodged 
against him, that full information was ob- 
tained of the composition of the band and 
of its operations.

The Wolff-Metternichs, who are only re- 
motely connected with the princely house of 
Metternich, and that too through the fe- 
male line, are an old Hessian family whose 
patent of nobility dates back to the time of 
the crusades. Gisbert has been the black 
sheep of the house, was forced out of the 


financial transactions, and last year married 
a popular Viennese actress, Claire Wallen- 
tein, who was in ignorance of her husband’s 
shady antecedents and of his criminal asso- 
ciations, who had been foolish enough to con- 
fide to him all her money and her jewels 
for safe keeping, and who madean attempt 
to commit suicide when he was arrested at 
her home in Vienna. 

With all this it looks as if Count Wolf- 
Metternich would escape criminal convic- 
tion. For his relatives, who, beginning with 
his uncle, Count Wolff, Metternich, German 
ambassador in London, are influential, insist 
that he is mentally unbalanced and therefore 
irresponsible, and on this account have se- 
cured his temporary transfer to the leading 
lunatic asylum at Berlin for six weeks’ ob- 
servation. It is a foregone conclusion that 
he will be pronounced insane and that while 
he will be sent for a term of years to some 
asylum, he will escape the disgrace of a 
criminal conviction and jail sentence, which 
awaits his confederates.

Attorney General Says Measure Provid- 
ing for $875,000 Bond Issue Is 
Special Legislation. 


Springfield, Ill, April 25.—Im accordance 
with the Denvir resolution, adopted by the 
senate last Thursday, the attorney general 
today transmitted to the senate his reasons 
for believing the Lincoln park bond bill un- 
constitutional. 

The bill authorized the Lincoln park board 
of Chicago to issue $875,000 in bonds for park 
improvement and extension purposes. 

The attorney general states that the levy 
and assessment of a direct annual tax to pay 
the indebtedness authorized by the bill must 
be provided for by the towns of North Chi 
cago and Lake View, which are primarily 
Hable for such indebtedness. —

Governor's Message Shows Taft 
Commends Illinois Project. 


— — 


PROMPT ACTION IS URGED. 


Attention Called to Usurpation by Pri- 
vate Power Companies. 


Springfield, III., April 25.—Gov. Charles 8. 
Deneen today sent to the general assembly his 
special message on the subject of waterway 
construction and water power development. 
The message deals at length with the water- 
way question, and points out that the report 
of the federal board of army engineers, re- 
cently completed, favors the state plans for 
waterway construction and water power de- 
velopment between Lockport and Utica. 

“The message direct® attention to the 
plane of the federal board for the treatment 
of the lower DMnols river and the proposed 
retention of the federal dams at Kampeville 
and La Grange and of the state dame at 
Henry and Copperas creek, and to the ooun- 
ter proposal of Isham Randolph, who repre- 
sented the state in the conferences with the 
federal board of a plan for the removal o 
those dame and a treatment of the lower Ul- 
nois river that would result in the reclamation 
of @ large area of land subject to overflow 
under the plans of the federal board. 


Project Commended by Taft, 

The message contained a letter written by 
President Taft on April 17 commending the 
IiMnote project and approving of federa) cow 
operation if needed. 

The governor urges immediate action on 
the waterway proposition, saying: 

“Should your honorable body fail to act at 
the present session the whole matter will 
probably go over until the December session 
of the next congress and after the next gen- 
eral assembly shall have adjourned.” 

In referring to the proposed waterway con- 
struction between Lockport and Utica, the 
message mentions the investment by private 


water power companies in properties border-. 


ing the Desplaines and Illinois rivere “‘ so as 
to place themselves in a position to reap the 
benefits that would result from the outley 
already made by the sanitary district of Chi- 
cago and such as might be made thereafter 
by the contemplated further expenditure of 
public money.“ 


State Control Is Urged. 

Reference is made to the suit brought by the 
state against the Hconomy Light and Power 
company, in which Judge Julian W. Mack, 
then sitting in the Circuit court of Cook 
county, gave a decision on June 25, 1908, deny- 
ing the navigability of the stream, but holding 
that the lease by the company of the ninety 
foot reserve strip of the canal was for twenty 
years only. This decision was affirmed later 
by the Supreme court of Illinois. The state 
lacked money to carry the case to the federal 
Supreme court. 

“In my judgment,” the governor says, 
“tt ie imperative that the general assembly 
at the present session take steps to secure 
at least public possession and control of the 
available water power Ates, so that when the 
deep waterway is constructed the water 
power developed will be public property and 
the revenue derived therefrom public reve- 
nue payable into the state treasury, as con- 
templated by the constitutional amendment, 
inatead of to private interests.” 


ILLINOIS LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 


Representative John Donahue of the Twenty- 
fifth district elected to fill out the unexpired term 
of the late Representative Frank C. Burke of 
Chicago was sworn in by Judge Creighton of 
Springfield before the house at noon. 

The aystem of electing United States 
geriators was approved by the senate committees 
on primary elections when it recommended for 
passage the two Dailey bills, 135 and 186. One 
bill provides that the legislature shall elect to the 
United States senate the candidate who has re- 
ceived the highest vote at the primary election, 
regardless of politica.

Senator Juul will cal] the resotution up to- 
morrow morning, and it is probable it will 
be passed without difficulty. Juure ection 
follows representations made to him by 
many Russian residents of Chicago, who 
have felt that, under the existing conditions 
in Russia, it ie impossible for them to return 
there notwithstanding that they are now 
American citizens in every sense of the word. 
The resolutions were framed by Edwin Men- 
kin of Chicago. 

_  Proviaions of Resolution. 

After reciting that the Russian government 
violates the present treaty by refusing acer } 
tain class of American citizens the right 
to enter that country and that those who do 
enter the country are subjected to usjusd 
cruelty and punishment, the resolution says: 

“ Resolved, by the senate, the house of 
representatives concurring, That we request 
our two United States senators to request 
the president to abrogate the treaty between 
Russia and the United States and thet a 
copy of these resolutions be forwarded to 
our senators, urging them to support the 
resolution now pending in the national house 
of representatives for the abrogation of said 
treat y. 

Senator Juul sald resolutions similar to hie 
have been adopted in several states where 
there reside many citizens who are affected 
by the Russian policy, and that it follows 
closely the idea which edvanced Americans 
of Russian birth advocate as to proceeding 
in the situation.

Pilau or Poloe or Piluf or Plauff? 


CERTAIN dictionary says that pilau is 
“an oriental dish of boiled rice, raisins, 


spice, and some kind of meat or fowl” ” 


and spells the word with one 1. An old 

French cook book by a famous author 
Spells it with two ls. A round the word trav- 
eler, who says that he met it first in Armenia, 
spells it in this latter way and says that it is 
a soupish stew or a pot-au-feu with rice. In 
Persia they used cracked wheat instead of rice. 

This disa nas been adopted in the West In- 
dies so fully that those islands have been given 
as ita. native uabitat, but it is mentioned as a 
vegetable of a pleasant and savory variety.“ 
Perhaps the adjective most commonly accom- 
panying this dish ig Turkish—Turkish pilaf— 
and the recipes for it are of both sorts, with and 
without meat. It certainly is one of those 
dishes in which the poorer parts of the world— 
poor in meats—learned to extend the meat flavor 
long before we in America ever thought of 
coat so, driven to it by “the high cost of liy- 

g. 

The government bulletin on the “ Economical 
Use of Meat in the Home” gives a recipe for 
Turkish pilaf with the following introduction: 
“Meat with macaroni and other starchy ma- 
teriala—Macaroni cooked with chopped ham, 
hash made of meat and potatoes or meat and 
rice, meat croquettes—made of meat and some 
starchy materials like bread crumbs, cracker 
dust, or rice—are other familiar examples of 
meat combined with starchy materials. Pilaf, 
a dish common in the orient and well known in 
the United States, is of this character and eas- 
ily made. When there is soup or soup stock on 
hand it can be well used in the pilaf. Turkish 
pilaf: One-half cup rice, three-fourths of a 


cup of tomatoes stewed and strained, one cup. 


of stock or broth, three tablespoons of butter. 
Cook the rice and tomatoes with the stock in a 
double boiler until tne rice ig tender, remov- 
ing the cover after the rice is cooked if there is 
too much Hquid. Add the butter ana stir it with 


a fork to prevent the rice from being broken. 


A little catsup or Chili sauce with water 
enough to make three-quarters of a cup may be 
substituted for the tomatoes. This may be 
served as a border with meat, or served sep- 
arately in place of a vegetable, or may make the 
main dish at a meal, ag it is savory and reason- 
ably nutritious.

HE Sheffield choir and the Thomas or- 
chestra closed their spring festival of 
three concerts last night with a program 
of such length and variety that all tastes 
were ed. It enlisted the services of 
two conductors and five soloists; as well as 
chorus and orchestra, The soloists and the 
chorus contented themselves with, popular of- 
ferings, and the orchestra unbent,sufficiently to 
give rousing performances of * 
„ Sakuntala overture and Stock's Symphon 
Waltz. The audience, which included but few 
habitual concertgoers, received all with the 
greatest enthusigsm, and encores became the 
rule of the evening. ants: 
‘After the Bach motet and the Elgar oratorio 
there was nothing in the little part songs and 
other shorter pieces that comprised the choir’s 
contributions to last night’s program that could 
add to the sum of its achievements as they 
had already been revealed. These English sing- 
ers dre not remarkable for their versatility. 
They command no widely varied repertory of in- 
terpretative effects. Good tone, logical con- 
trasts, well sustained proportions, and solid 
rhythms. constitute their equipment. Applied to 
the presentation of great music like that of 
Bach or Elgar, these qualities command respect. 
-Expended upon little things, they seem obvious 
and unimportant. . ‘ a at

The goloists chose to represent such British 
composers as Landon Ronald, Liza Lehmann, 
Coleridge-Taylor, and Allisten with examples 
of their art so familiar as to have become 
somewhat shopworn. One may,-perhaps, except 
the London drawing room successes of Ronald 
and Lehmann, which have enjoyed even shorter 
favor in America than is accorded the average 
ragtime tune, a circumstance which is easily 
explained by the fact that the ragtime is at 
least as good and rather more in our own. ver- 
nacular. Coleridge-Taylor’s beautiful tenor dria 
from “ Hiawatha” and a Scotch folk-song sun 
by Mr. Chignell as an encore remained. the 
worthiest and most attractive of the solo offer- 
ings. The honors of the evening fell, therefore, 
to the bass, Mr. Chignell, who displayed greater 
vocal endowments and more resourceful inter- 
pretative art than any of his colleagues. 

Mr. Stock’s waltz marked the climax of the 
evening, no great achievement in this environ- 
ment. Nevertheless it is a great wal The 
composer has, we believe, brought it up to date 
with a few changes in the instrumentation. Or 


chestra’s ninety men had dwindled to fifty— 
made some of its effects seem new; and in 
these effects one does not include the necessary 
readjustment of proportions that made the 
strings struggle to maintain their parts against 
the unreduced brasses.

ALERT WORKERS NEEDED. 


Mrs. Waid Says Church Follow-

The fortieth annual meeting of the wom- 
an's Presbytersaf board of missions of the 
northwest began yesterday at the Second 
Presbyterian church and will continue today 
and tomorrow.

{MANN RIDDLES TARIFF BILL | 


Chicago Congressman Declares 
Free List Is Full of Holes. 


IT IS TOO LOOSELY DRAWN. 


Says Language Is So Ambiguous No 
One Can Interpret It. 


Washington, D. C., Apri) 25.—The Demo- 
cratic free Ust bill, characterized by the 
Repubiicans on the ways and means com- 
mittee as political soothing sirup,’’ was 
roughly handled in the house of representa- 
tives thie afternoon by its political enemies 
on the Republican side. 

Mr. Underwood, Democratic chairman of 
the ways and means committee introduced 
it to the house in an hour's speech shortly 
after the session convened at noon. Then 
it was left to the mercies of Representative 
Mann of Illinois, leader of the Republican 
side, and things Mr. Mann said about it in the 
two hours he held the floor gave both sides 
of the house food for much debate and occa- 
sion for much comment and criticism. 

Mr. Mann declared that the free list bill 
introduced by the Democrats as the first of 
their tariff measures was drawn inaccurate 
ly, indefinitely, and with such general lan- 
guage that it might be stretched to include 
almost half of the imports on which the 
United States now collects tariff revenues. 


Example of Its Ambiguity. 

The free list bill puts agricultural imple- 
menta ot any kind and description on the 
free list. Mr. Mann demanded to know 
whet agricultural implements would ,come 
under this provision. He expressed the be- 
lef it could be stretched to include the free 
entry of saws, axes, forks, garden hose, hay 
knives, and almost everything else that a 
farmer, horticulturist. gardener, or tiller of 
the soll ever uses. 

He said the bill was so drawn that it would 
admit free the leather from which the farm- 
er's shoes were made, but would exclude that 
from which his wife’s shoes were made. It 
put a premium on foreign labor, he said, by 
permitting these special kinds of leather 
to come in free when they were partly made 
up. 

In putting agricultural implements on the 
free list, said Mr. Mann, the Democrats 
would let the International Harvester com- 
pany dump into the United States the imple- 
ments it made with foreign labor in its fac- 
tories in France, Germany, Russia, and Can- 
ada. 

Sold Here, but Made Abroad. 

These products will be sold here, he said, 
“not at lower prices, but at the same price, 
and yet the result would be that they would 
be made by foreign labor. 

The free list bill admits free farm wagons 
and farm carts. 

Does this mean a wagon that has to be 
used on the farm?“ asked Mr. Mann, or the 
kind that can be purchesed and used in town. 
Ie the treasury department to follow up the 
wagone and see whether Mr. Smith puts it on 
his farm or uses it in. town?” 

Chairman Underwood and other Democrats 
did not attempt a reply this afternoon to the 
general attack upon the bill made by Minority 
Leader Mann. His criticism was directed 
against most every section of the bill, not 
only because of the general language in which 
it was drawn, and the doubtful conetruction 
thus left open, but also because in many cases 
it excluded raw materiale and let in the 
manufactured products free.

General Wickersham will appeal to the Su- 
preme court to sustain the so-called corner 
counts” in the government's indictment of 
James A. Patten, Eugene C. Scales, Frank

cotton corner of 1910 on the New York ex 
change. 

Judge Noyes in the United States Circuit 
court for the southern district of New York 
sustained all of the counts in the indictments 
except those charging a corner to fix the 
price of raw cotton. He condemned the 
practice but held it did not come within the 
jurisdiction ef the law upon Which the in- 
dictments were based. Attorney Genera! 
Wiokersham's appeal is from that part of 
the decision. 


Fight Against Price Fixing. 

Underlying the appeal is a move regarded 
by the department of justice as far over- 
shadowing in importance the cotton corner 
case itself. It is Attorney General Wicker- 
sham's attempt to find a means to finally 
prevent the fixing of prices by speculation 
on exchanges of commodities in daily use 
by the people. 

A weapon more effective than any the de- 
partment of justice now has for the prosecu- 
tion of truss and monopoliés will be at 
hand if the Supreme court rules that price 
fixing-by corners of the markets comes within 
the purview of the anti-trust law.

King George and President Taft 
‘ Send Messages of Approval. 


MEETING OF HONOR IS HELD. 


Celebration of 800th Anniversary of 
English Version. 


New York, April 25.—Letters from King 
George of England and President Taft were 
read at Carnegie hall tonight at a gathering 
in celebration of the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the publication of the King James 
version of the English Bible. The king con- 
gra tulated the people of this country on 
“their share in this, our common heritage, 
snc President Taft wrote that the Bible’s 
spirit has influenced American ideals in Hfe 
and laws and government.” 

James Bryce, the British ambassador, read 
the king’s letter and delivered an address. 

The Rt. Rev. David H. Greer, bishop of 
the Episcopal diocese of New York, presided 
at the meeting, which was held under the 
auspices of the American Bible society. 

Bishop Greer in his address sald: - 

The publication of the Bible, the three 
hundredth anniversary of which we are as- 
sembled here to celebrate, was not only a 
great literary event; it was also a great 
moral and religious event. It liberated the 
people of the Anglo-Saxon races from super- 
stitious fears.”’ 

When the bishop had concluded the audi- 
ence, led by a chorus of 100 men and women. 
sang How Firm a Foundation.” James 
Wood of the Society of Friends read the 
scripture from a first edition of the King 
James version, printed in 1611, one of the 
treasures of the American Bible society’s 
library. 


MUSEUM BILL IS ADVANCED 
BY BOTH HOUSE AND SENATE. 


Measure to Provide for Location of Field 
Building in Jackson Park Sent to Sec- 
ond Reading. 


Springfield, III., 
which has for its purposes the location of the 
Field Museum in Jackson Park was intro- 
duced in both houses today and was advanced 
to second reading without reference.

fraud and that he had never given assur- 
ances to anybody that he would help the 
financial institution out of the mire. 


Reichmann’s Testimony, 

William J. Cummins’ chief Heutenent m 
the Management of the trust company, Jo- 
seph B. Reichmann, startled the jurymen 
when he admitted he knew Chamberlain 
Hyde was Cummins’ biggest asset and that 
he hed been informed that Cummins not only 
could but did swing city deposits. 

For an hour and fifteen minutes Carnegie 
reviewed his relations with the trust com- 
pany that bore a name spelled like his. 

Fraud was practice, said Carnegie, shak- 
ing his head solemnly. “It was a distinct 
fraud, nothing else. 

For some time he heard nothing directiy 
from the company, although there were ru- 
mors. But along came the panic. Strong 
representations were made to him that if he 
would lend some money a straight and hon- 
orable course would de steered. So he 
loaned $2,000,000 to the trust company and 
took good security for it. 


Denies Making Promises. 

“I never said 1 would come to their 818 
again,” added Carnegie. “ Nor, I may add, 
was I ever asked to.“ 

He had never guaranteed Cummins to any- 
body, he said. and he had never made any 
promises to Cummins about relief that might 
be expected from him. 

“The little I do know about him shows 
that he was a bad banker,” said Carnegie.

Gary Says Rumor He Is to Re- 
sign Place in Lead of Con- 
cern Is False. 


New York, April 25.—The quarterly report 
of the United States Steel conporation for 
the period ending March 31 last, issued today, 
shows gross earnings of $23,519,208 and net 
earnings of $20,001,817. The gross figures 
ate below popular estimates and compare 
with $25,990,078 in the previous quarter and 
rresponding quarter of 
1910. They are the lowest since those of the 
same quarter in 1909, which were $22,021,268 

Because of the low earnings and various 
heavy expenditures, including dividends, in- 
terest, eto, the surplus net income for the 
quarter is reduced to $31,155, as against 
$11,532,581 in March of last year. 


January Business Small. 

Analysis of the report shows that the quar- 
ter’s total was materially affected by the 
small business in January. In that month 
gross earnings fell to $5,660,416, but in Febru- 
ary they increased to $7,180,028 and in March 
to $10,467,859. 

All the outgoing officere were reélected at 
today’s meeting with the exception of Vice 
President W. B. Dickson, who recently re- 
signed and whoge successor was not named. 
Pie regular quarterly dividends of 1% der 
cent on the preferred shares and 1M per cent 
on the common, involving payments of $12,- 
658,700, was declared. 

No expreseions of opinion dealing with the 
present state of trade or the outlook were 
vouchsafed by officials. ‘ 


Report Denied by Gary. 

Elbert H. Gary, thairman of the corpora- 
tion, today authorized a denial of a story that 
he would retire from the head of the organi- 
zation. Mr. Garys statement follows: 

There is no foundation for the published 
suggestion that my retirement from the po- 
sition of chairman of the board of directors 
of the United States Steel corporation is or 
has been under consideration. There is per- 
fect harmony in the entire working organi- 
zation and in the finance committee and in 
the board of directors.“

Mr. Ross’ Career. 


Mr. Ross has held his present office since the 
Clover Leaf acquired the Alton several years ago. 
Up to the time of the merger he was second vice 
president of the Clover Leaf. From Nov. 1, 1909, 
to Nov. 1, 1010, he was also vice president of the 
two northern Hawley roads the Iowa Central and 
Minneapolis and St. Louis, but the plan of oper“ 
ating the four roads together was changed. He is 
56 years old and has been in the fallroad service 
since 1877, when he started ae bill clerk for the 
Burlington. He was elected president of the Kan- 
sas City Union Depot company in 1802 and was 
a general traffic 5 of the Clover Leaf in 

Mr. Morse began his satires career as assistant 
master mechanic of the Wabash and in 1806 be- 
came superintendent of motive power of the Grand 
Trunk. He was then promoted to third vice prest- 
dent. and in 1905 was placed im charge of the new 
transcontinental line to the Pacific coast.
